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LINER NEWPORT 
SINKS 


Pacific Mail Boat Goes Down 


When Wharf Collapses in 


Balboa Harbor 


Sleeping Passengers and Crew 


Leave Vessel in Time 


to Save Lives 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 174. 


•—The Pacific Mail liner New- 
port was sunk at Balboa, Pan- 
ama, this morning by the col- 
lapse of the wharf to which she 
was moored. Adi on board were 
saved. Word of the accident 
was received by the Merchants' 
Exchange. 


According to the message the 


Newport was lying alongside the 
"government Wharf at Balboa, 
having taken on a full cargo of 
general merchandise prepara- 
tory to sailing this morning for 
San Francisco. 


While the crew and the pas- 


sengers were asleep about 2 a. 
m. there was a roar and a crash 
and the great shed over the dock 
tottered and then fell toward the 
side where the steamer lay 
moored. 


WRECK ON DECK. 


The thousands of tons of wreckage 


slid across the bow of the Newport 
and Immediately the vessel began to 
•ettle In the water. All aboard rushed 
to the decks and managed to reach 
the wharf in safety. 


Within a short space of time the 


Newport sank, her keel resting on a 
muddy bottom in 35 feet of water 
Only her upper deck was above the 
surface. 


Assistant 
General 
Manager A. J. 
Frey of the Pacific Mall Steamship 
Company said today: 


"According to our advices from the 


agent at Vilbna the shed over the 
wharf cras'noil down upon the steamer 
and sank lirr within a few minutes. 
Up to this time we have been assured 
that no lives were lost. 
I do not 


know how many passengers were 
aboard at the time, but am Inclined 
to believe that only a few went to 
Ihetr staterooms during- the nlfht as 


Just before sailing time In the morn- 
Ing.

The other laborers were just pre- 


paring to leave the trenches when 
with a roar th» portion of th» «»w<»r 
at the Ninety-second avenue end gave 
way.

In, where a deRperate effort was made 
to rescue the Imprisoned men. 


M. Campbell, assistant foreman on 


the Job, who was also buried with the 
cave-In, managed to work his way to 
the surface, where he was grasped 
by willing hands and pulled to safety. 


BOTH UNCONSCIOUS. 


A few minutes later two laborers 


were brought to the surface, both in 
an unconscious condition. Morltz was 
taken In an automobile by Dr. Weber 
and rushed 
to the . doctor's 
office, 


where he was revived.' He was taken 
to his home later. The other laborer 
was badly Jarred but was uninjured. 


The last to be brought up was Al- 


ves. A desperate effort was made to 
revive him, hut he was found to be 
beyond medical aid.

Verdict of Acquittal Followed 


by Remarkable Demon- 


stration in Court 


Three Ballots Taken After the 


Judge Has Charged Favor- 


ably to Defendant 


LOS ANGELES, Aug. 17.— 


Clarence S. Darrow, the noted 
Chicago, lawyer, -was found not 
guilty today of a charge of brib- 
ing a jury in the McNamar* 
case. The jury took 25 minute* 
in voting and was out but 84 
minutes. Only three ballots were 
taken by' the jury ami' each 
juror voted not guilty. 


Although warned against any 


demonstration by the bailiff*, 
there was a spontaneous out- 
burst of applause when Foreman 
M. R. Williams, in response to 
the court's query stated that th« 
jury had found a verdict of not 
guilty. There was a rush to the 
side of the defendant which wai 
stopped by the bailiffs, but it 
was renewed a few moment! 
later after J u d g e H u t ton 
thanked and discharged th* 
jury. 


Then ensued a remarkable sctnt, 


Darrow approached the Jurors •tin 
In th« box to thank them and two of 
them, Juror* Goldlng 
and 
Duntwr, 


threw 
their 
arms 
about him an4 


patted his back. Other juror* reached 
forward and clasped hands with th* 
attorney. 


The scene gradually resolved] Itvelf 


Into a reception for Darrow and th«

SCENE IS DRAMATIC. 


The final scene in the trial which 


lasted several days more than thre* 
months was dramatic In the extreme. 
The crowd which filled the courtroom 
when the jury filed out at 9:26 o'clock! 
was still Intact when the electric bui- 
zer In the room summoned the bailiff 
to that occupied by the jury on the 
floor above. 


Some psychological sense seemed to

waiting crowd, 
composed, 


mostly of Darrow's friends, that th* 
verdict would not be lone in coming. 
The Instructions of Judge Hutton con- 
vinced many of thfm that It would 
be a verdict of acquittal and the sound 
of the busier, followed by sudden ac- 
tivity among the 
bailiffs, electrified 
the crowd.

from one to five years or a fine of 
?5000. 
Judge George H. Hutton began the 
charge to the jury at S.20 o'clock. 
At the beginning of the instructions 


the court eliminated the first count In 
the 
indictment 
that 
Darrow 
had 


bribed George X. Lockwood, a regu- 
larly drawn juror in the case of J. 
B. McNamara. The evidence, Judge 
Hutton Instructed, did not justify a 
verdict of guilty on the first count. 
The second count charged Darrow 


with attempting corruptly to influence 
a man about to be drawn as a juror. 
The court also instructed that a ver- 
dict of guilty could not be found on 
the uncorroborated 
evidence of ac- 


complices. 


"If you find no evidence independ- 
ent of the testimony of accomplices," 
said the Judge, "you must find the 
defendant not guilty." 
Admission alleged 
to 
have. been 


made to accomplices by the defendant 
should not be regarded as corrobora- 
tion. The testimony of a feigned ac- 
complice, however, does not require 
corroboration. 
This instruction 
ap- 


plied to Lockwood. 


A direct outcome of the abrupt end- 


Ing: last November of the trial of J. 
B. McNamara for the dynamiting of 
the Los Angeles Times building, the 
trial of Clarence S. Darrow, chief of 
counsel for the McNamara brothers, 
was the result of an Indictment by 
the county grand juiy foi the alleged 
bribery of George N. Lockwood, a 
prospective juror in the McNamara 
case. 
$ 
FRANKLIN ARRESTED. 


On November 
38, 1911, Bert H. 


Franklin, chief detective of the Mc- 
Namara defense, was arrested for the 
bribery of Lockwood. 
On December 
1, the McNamara brothers pleaded 
guilty, J. B. McNamara to murder In. 
destroying the Times building, and 
J. J. McNamara to dynamiting the 
Llewellyn Iron works. 
On January 15 Franklin made a 


eonfebsioii U> Abbibla.nl District Attor- 
ney Ford that he had bribed Robert 
F. Bain, the first Juror sworn to try 
tho McNamara case, and that he had 
sought to bribe five other prospective 
jurors, Including Lockwood. The lat- 
ter had reported early In November 
to the district attorney that Franklin 
had approached him and from that 
time he acted under the instructions 
of the prosecutor. 


DARROW INDICTED. 


On January 
39 two 
Indictments 


were reported by the county grand 
Jury against Darrow for the alleged 
bribery of Bain and Lockwood and 
upon arraignment the lawyer entered 
pleas of not guilty. 


The trial on the Lockwood Indict- 
ment was begun on May 16, and Just 
thirteen weeks and two days elapsed 
until the case went to the Jury, mak- 
ing It the longest criminal trial ever 
held In Los Angeles county. 
During 
that time approximately two million 
words were transcribed by the court 
reporters, for which the cost to th*> 
county was something like $6000. The 
unlnu cost of tho trial rvaa close to 
J30.000. 


In the main case of the prosecution 
which began with the completion of 
the Jury on May 24, thirty-eight wit- 
nesses testified and exactly the same 
number of witnesses were Introduced 
by the defense. 


FIFTY WITNESSES CAMjED. 
On rebuttal thn number of State 
witnesses was swelled to fifty. The 
prosecution rested on July 8 and the 
defense ended on August B, after a 
lengthy cross-examination of Darrow, 
who occupied the stand for a week. 
Four 
days 
were 
required for the 
Sate's rebuttal and both sides finally 
rested on August 9. 
In presenting tho rasp agnlnst Bur- 


row the 
prosecution 
produced evi- 


dence purporting to show that In ad- 
dition to the alleged corruption of 
Jurors, Darrow 
had 
been guilty ot 
tampering with State witnesses In the 
McNamara case. 
- The chief reliance of the defense 
was that tho agreement between pros- 
ecution and defense, under which the 
McNamaras entered 
their 
pleas of 
guilty, was made prior to the alleged 
bribery of Lockwood and that there 
was thorefore no occasion for corrupt- 
Ing Jurors. 
Tt was also maintained 


throughout that Darrow was the vic- 
tim of a "frame up" on the part of 
aim me HUUUM iuer«.

exists, safeguards. 


For the enlightenment of the -people 


of the state generally, it is, therefore, 
only fair that they should be specially 
Informed of Its purport; and there is no 
better way for them to be acquainted 
of this than through the publication of 
the text of the initiative amendment to 
the constitution which the Greater San 
Francisco Consolidation Association nas 
been able to place on the ballot for the 
general election next November than its 
reproduction in the press as filed.

LAWS FOR ORGANIZATION. 


General laws may provide for the 
organization of county government 
and for the holding and territoria,! 
Jurisdiction of superior courts in the 
remainder of any county -whenever 
territory consolidated into a city -and 
couhiy government, under the pro- 
visions hereof, shall include the coun- 
ty seat of any county, such organ- 
ization of county government 
and 
such holding and Jurisdiction of su- 
perior courts to continue until such 
time as the same is otherwise pro- 
vided for bv law. 
The charter of such new consoli- 
dated city and county government 
shall provide for the places of hold- 
ing sessions of the superior courts 
and of all inferior courts exercising 
Jurisdiction therein.

It should be borne In mind by

reader that only one city exists In the 
state-—namely, San Francisco—can avail 
Itself of the privilege accorded In the 
foregoing: Initiative constitutional amend- 
ment. The city of Los Angeles cannot 
Invade any other county and must anmjc 
Pasadena. Long Beach, Santa Monica 
and numerous minor towns and settle- 
ments and Intervening territory in the 
county before H can attain contiguity 
to Orange, Riverside and San Bcrnarfllpo 
counties, arid Oakland and the east bay 
shore cities do not possess, combined, 
the necessary population, according to 
the last United States cemus, to qualify 
for consolidation.

Chinese Claims Exemption for 


$21,000 of Drug Taken 


Despite U. S. Bond. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug 17—With 


the conviction today in Police Judge 
Deasy's court of Lou Lum, a Chinese, 
for having opium In his possession 
bearing the government stamp, an Im- 
portant legal question ia to be tested i 
In the tribunals of the Stato 
Resting 


upon the ultimate decision in this case 
is the legalitj of the seizure by the 
State Board of Pharmacy Commis- 
sioners of 421 000 worth of the con- 
traband drug stored In the Broadway 
bonded warehouse. 


It was on March 19 that Lou Lum 
was arrested while in the act of ship- 
ping eight tins of opium valued at 
J800 to Honolulu. He exhibited the 
government stamp showing that there 
had been no smuggling but never- 
theless was taken Into cL.stod> 
About 


the same time the representatives of 
the pharmacy board drilled the safe 
in the Broadway warehouse and con- 
fiscated J21.000 worth of the drug 
The seizure was made because of the 
claim that It was a felony for any one 
to have opium of any character in 
his possession. 
This law passed by 
the State, however, is In a measure 
in conflict with the federal regula- 
tion put In force February 9, 1909 
At that time the law was passed for- 
bidding the Importation of opium but 
allowing the disposal of all that might 
at that time be stored In the bonded 
warehouses 
It Is the claim of the 
State board that the statute subse- 
quently passed b the State making it 
a felony to have opium legalizes their 
seizure. 
It has also been asserted 
that on the day of the raid the bonded 
warehouse had lost Its right to keep 
the opium, having: exceeded the time 
of grace allowed by the government. 
The case of Lou Lum Is expected to 
solve the disputed question.

Mr. Stetson's Queer Position. 


Mr. Stetson says he would have done the things Mr. Know- 


land did had he been in Congress. There is room for doubt on 
that point, seeing that Mr. Stetson's strongest support comes 
from influences that were opposed to the most important service 
Mr, Knowland rendered the people. 


But admitting that Mr. Stetson would have done what he 


could to pass the free toll bill and to prohibit ships owned by big 
interests from using the Panama canal, the fact remains that it 
was Mr. Knowland who was in Congress and made the fight. 


He is the one to reward, not Mr. Stetson. The immediate 


fact which the electors of this district have to consider is that the 
big interests which Mr. Knowland offended are trying to punish 
him, for successfully advocating his free toll bill, and that Mr. 
Stetson is the instrument they have chosen to punish him with. 


Mr. Stetson has no rightful claim to reward for Mr. Know- 


lan<f s service, and his good intentions, however strong, cannot 
brush away the fact that he has the support of the group of cor- 
porations which fought free tolls to the last ditch. 


The people do not usually get what they want by repudiating 


representatives who have faithfully fought for their interests and 
electing men supported by combinations seeking private advan- 
tage at the expense of the public welfare. Mr. Knowland is en- 
titled to re-election on his record. 


Mr. Stetson's assertion that he would have made equally as 


good a record had he been in Congress is wholly beside tthe point. 
In this contest he has the backing of the interests Mr. Knowland 
had to fight in Congress. Mr. Knowland's work cannot be ap- 
proved by voting to elect the candidate supported by the Pacific 
Mail and the transcontinental railroads—the corporations that 
fought the free toll provision of the canal bill. 


Mr. Knowland gave additional offense to the big railway cor- 


porations by voting and speaking for the parcels post The peo- 
ple want the parcels post. They cannot expect to get it by turn- 
ing down the men who supported it in Congress and electing can- 
didates supported by the interests opposed to the parcels post. 
Mr. Stetson cannot claim the reward of Mr. Knowland's service 
nor serve the people consistently by accepting the support of in- 
terests opposed to that service. Mr. Stetson says he favors free 
tolls and the parcels post, but unfortunately he is the candidate 
of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company and the transcontinental 
railroads, and desires to pull down the man who fought for free 
tolls and the parcels post. 


San Franciscans should have a warm place in their hearts for 


Joseph R. Knowland. He worked hard to bring the Panama- 
Pacific Exposition to San Francisco, and did yoeman's service in 
preventing the closing of the San Francisco Mint. He assisted 
with all his might in getting the appropriations needed to restore 
the Federal buildings wrecked in the fire and earthquake of April 
18, 1906. His successful fight for free tolls for American ships 
and for the freedom of the Panama canal earned him the grati- 
tude ol San Francisco's merchants and shippers.

Wheeler, who represented the commercial interests ofi San Fran- 
cisco in Washington while the fight for free tolls was being made, 
has borne enthusiastic testimony to the magnitude of the services 
Mr. Knowland rendered the producing and shipping interests of 
California in that contest.

Francisco, but that Is no occasion for alarm, as the saloons are in 
no danger of closing up.

A Humbug Reform Issue. 


The referendum has been invoked in Los Angeles to save the 


saloon free lunch, which the City Council attempted to abolish by 
ordinance. It will now be left to the voters to decide whether or 
not free lunch shall be served in the saloons in Los Angeles. 


The whole proceeding is ridiculous. It shows how the referen- 


dum can be employed on all sorts of petty pretexts, and how the 
taxpayers can be put to the expense of holding needless elections 
to determine trifling disputes. 


The issue raised is absurd. It is the extreme of absurdity to 


say that it shall be lawful to sell intoxicants, but unlawful to give 
away food. The council abolished the free lunch on the ground 
that it encouraged drinking. It would be much more logical and 
effective to close the saloons if a stoppage of drinking is the end 
sought. Why forbid the free lunch and license the bars ? 


But in this instance, as is often the case, a selfish motive is 


behind an alleged reform. The cafeteria proprietors want the free 
lunch abolished because it interferes with their business, but they 
have no objection to the sale of liquor provided no food is given 
away with it. The object, therefore, is not to keep men from drink- 
ing, but to compel them to buy their lunches from restaurants 
and lunch stands. Thus selfish motive is masquerading as a re- 
form. Hence the most harmless thing about the saloon is at- 
tacked under a false pretense. The free lunch and not the liquor 
habit is the object of an attack that is as abortive as it is ridicu- 
lous from a practical point of view. 


Kent's Record of Destruction. 


A Democrat would be preferable to Colonel William Kent, 


who at present misrepresents the Second District in Congress, 
and is an "independent Progressive candidate" in the new First 
District. Kent has voted against about everything his constitu- 
ents wanted. His district has many protected industries, but he 
has voted against them at every opportunity.

PARTY of farmers' daughters from Oregon earned 
a trip east by securing subscriptions for a news- 
paper. After a two days' visit in New York on the 
top of a bus they pronounced a verdict upon the 
girls 'of that city that was detrimental, not to say 


__ 
unjust. To use their own words: 
"New York 


girls are blase; their faces are expressionless, and they can- 
not be compared with the Oregon girls." Two days is hardly 
long enough to form judgment upon the girls of New York. I 
do not think that many of New York's representative daugh- 
ters are to be found in the city during the summer months. 
The girls one sees on the streets, viewed from the top of a 
bus, would be tourists or working girls. 


I can safely say that New York working girls are of the 


same stamina as the girls of other States. They may be much 
smarter in appearance from the superior advantages they en- 
joy by living in the metropolis, but they are not blase nor are 
they expressionless. 
The New York girls are a superior lot 


of young womanhood for many reasons. They have the free- 
dom of the best libraries in America, the best art galleries and 
museums; they have the opportunity of seeing the best people 
and the best plays, which is an education in itself. How can 
the daughters of Oregon farmers be qualified to criticise the 
girls of any city? I have been in Oregon many times, and I 
have noticed a crudeness in physical condition as well as in the 
manner of dress in the far western towns that is accounted 
for only by the fact that the girls and women do not have the 
opportunity to see the best of life. Their standard is not high, 
nor is their education complete.

There are many beautiful girls in Oregon as there are in 


every State in the Union, but the New York girls have a finish-* 
that comes only with the environment of culture. No one 
can deny that fact. It is bad taste to ask Oregon girls their 
opinions of the New York girls; and it was ignorance that 
caused the answer they gave. Womanly beauty is not con- 
fined to any one State. There are beauties and beauties. Gen- 
erous nature has provided them. Cultivation preserves them. 
Remember, in judging beauty the judgment must be as unpre- 
judiced as it is cultivated.
